Taxes, the next largest 
cost, take six and one-half cents 
Depreciation of plant and replace­

Judge Goldsborough said to the antitrust lawyers: 


“/ f you were to show this record to any experienced trial 
lawyer in the world, he would tell you that there was 
not any evidence at all. 
“Honestly, I have never in my over forty years9 experi­ 
ence seen tried a case that was as absolutely devoid of 
evidence as this. That is the honest truth. I have never 
seen one like i t ” 


So here w as a case in which the anti-trust law yers m a d e seri­ 


ously d a m a g in g charges against the A & P , in support of 


which, in the w ords of the court, they did not have “ any evi­ 


d e n c e at a ll.” 


This was not the only time the anti trust lawyers made charges against the 


A & P wh ich the courts said were not true. In future ads we are going to tell you 


about these other suits. Vv e are not going to duck, either. We are going to tell 


you about the criminal suit that the anti-trust lawyers won at Danville, Illinois.
